Douglas Talbot oi laJbot and Associates, engineers and 
planners, said that if the developer did luit build the 



overpass, he could not develop the property (^ which 173 
acres is in Virginia fieach and the remaining 223 acres are in 
Chesapeake bordering Ck-eeiU>rier. 

No time frame for the project b available, but Talbot 
pointed out that the first part of the College Park 
development wl^h invdves less acreage has been under 
construction for ten years and stiU u not complete.

Tips for defensive drivingi 



Driving emergencies are both frightening and dangerous. 
But, there are some i»-ecautions Virginia Beach motorists 
can take to minimize the dangers d stopping on the 
highway. 

"AprU 2-8 is designated as National Defensive Driving 
Week to focus attention on defensive driving techniques and 
remind motorists to practice M^ giving habits d«tibr«" s«d 
John R. Hanna, director, lightay Safety Dlviil« of 
Virginia. "Knowing how to make emergency stops safely on 
the highway is essential in minimizing the chances (tf 
becoming a traffic fatality statistic." 

"If you must stq) due to mechanical fiulure or iUness try to 
remain calm, signal your intentions and get as fiir away fi'om 
traffic as possible" suggests the safety official. It's also a 
good idea to otrry some type of emergency signals in your 
vehicle to give other motorists adyance notice d your 
situation." 

To stop safely when emergencies occur, signal your 
intention to pull over well in advance. If passible, pull <^ the 
road at traffic speed and then slow down oo the shoulder. If 
the shoulder is not i»ved or is soft, signal to turn right, slow 
down and pull off carefully. 

Stop as far away fi-om tra£Bc as possible. Turn on the 
emergency flashers. If help is needed, raise the hood of your 
car or tie a white handkerchief on the radio antenna or door 




handle. These are recognized distress signals. 

WhUe waking for help, get all passengers out and away 
from the vehicle to avoid injuries in case an approediing 
vehicle should coOide with your stopped car. 

Some type of reflective emergency road signals shouM be 
carried in your vehicle at all times. The triangle reflectas 
have been found throii^h recent Coosumer Union studkM^to 
be the awif ffl|ftiy«1ii gWlng otl^ar «wtcri|ts " 
warning of abitacles ahead. 

These triangle reflectors, produced according to geveril- 
ment spedfications, weigh from three to five pounds a&d 
measure about 17 inches per side. The reflectors, prodoeed 
accading to government. specifications, weigh three to five 
pounds and measure about 17 inches per side. The reflectors 
can be purduaed in auto-supply stores. 

Red signal flares work very well in dense fog, ^ut must be 
protected from dampness. Also avaUabe are roof mounted 
lights, but these do not dfer adequate advance luitice to 
other drivers. Since most of them {dug into cigarette 
lighters, they would be useless in case of electrical fiulure. 

To warn other motorists when breakdown accxa, put a 
flare in the center of the lane, 100 feet in front and 100 feet 
behind the disabled vehicle, and a third flare 10 feet to the 
traffic side.

Virginia Beach Oty Coundl has imtil June 1 to act on a 
propoMd $lS2.683,8Si operating bucket for the fiscal year 
l97«-?9. 

The budget i> 16.9 per^nt greater than last year"^ bitt 
caito iSor a decrease, ruiier than an incrMse, in the real 
estitte tax rate and wage ii^eases for city employMS. 

Tte current budget for $130,^,339 represented ao 
inaease of 6.S percent over the previous year and the 
smaUest increase since 1966. 

In presenting the budget to council last week at a spedal 
BMeting, aty Manager George L. Hubury olkd it a 
*t>ro8k of a progressive dty ki action." 

HuAury recommends that the true real estate tax rate be 
rediKxd from $.87 to S.82 per $100 valuation to compensate 
for the hightt assessments and as a help to citizens m fixed 
incomes. 

The budget also indudei a 3 peroeitt salary increase for 
dty emidoyees on Oct. 1, and mother 3 percent iacreM^ on 
ApriH.lfW. . . . 

Last year ctey enq^oyees received no across-the-board 
salary inorease but the dty started paying 100 percent of tlM 
retirement costs whidi amounted to 3 percent of the 
salariM. Ha^Miry pointed out that since 1976 the cost of 
living has inflated to over 18 percent.

'Seme forms oi caaotr are striking with taicreasing 
frequency among low income and minaities," Dreps said.

The rate oi 
cervical cancer is much higher among black American 
women than among white women. Cancer of the esophagus, 
long predominantly a disease of males, has declined among 
whites, but rising rapidly among both male and fenude black

nnportance of early detection the sodety aims to add greatly 
tothe two million Americans who were diagnosed more than 
five years ago and most of whom can be considered cured. 

The programs differ from one region to the next, 
depending on local ideas, needs, and individual community 
styles cS living", he said.

1978-79 Virginia Beach budget 
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Beach taxes may drop with new budget

Wgfaiia Beach has a low real estate tax rate. 

It win be even lower during fiscal 1978-79 if the proposed 
operating budget is tpptwtd by dty council. 

Of all the items to Beach budgets of at least the put two 
years, the tax rate takes top bOltog. 

dty Mknager George L. Hanbury, who says that the low 
rate is possible on^ because of the dtyls diversified tax 
bise, has produced various statistia wUdi {dace the Beadi 
at the lead to Vcftf red estate tax. rates. 

For ioMaaoe, oTtlw V^nri^iriacWas with apopudation of 
over 20.000, Vlrgtoia Beach has tho lowest true tax rate - 
$.87 cents per $100 vabiation. The next towest is Staunton'k 
whkhis$.90. 

Among Tklewater dties, there is nocontest. Tax rates are 
$1.43 to Chesapeake; $1.30 to Newport News; $1 .62 jn 
Norfolk and $1.30 to PortsuMuth. Windwster has the 
duUous disttoction of havtog the highest tax rate of $1.80. 



Wgtoia Beadi also has the lowest tax rate of the ten 
fostest growing dties to tte United States, ^gtoia Beach, 
which is the only eastern dty on the list, ranks fourth to 
growtog, but first to the lowest tax rate. Anchorage, Alaska 
isnt so for beUiirwIth a rate of $1.0480, but the others 
range from $1.23 for Las Vegas to $6.77 for Anaheim, Calif. 

The rates todude taxes for schod districts which are 
included to a single tax to Virginia. 

In the proposed budget for 1978-79 Hanbury is 
reoomnwndtog a tajt rate decrease to $.82 to olbet an 
•average 7.7 percent inaease in assessments. 

The five cents reduction is equal to a 6 percent reduction 
m the rate so that there wiU be no inaease to taxes for 
10,010 pvoels to the Ay ud akss than 6 percent increase 
for another 30,000 parcels. Thousands of residents wiU 
actudly experience a reduction to taxes, whidi, Hanbury 
sakli is unheard of even to dties that ar« growtog ri^iidly. 

Huibury said that a typical Virginia Beadi heme assessed 
at $41,773 to 1978 and taxed at $363.44 woiiM be assessed at 
$43,000 to 1979 and taxed at $391.30 at the $.87 rate but a; 
$3«9.0S,at the $.82 cent rate. 



In any event, there will be no change in tax bills to June 
which will be the same as those to December of 1977 and 
based on assessments of 18 months ago. New assessments 
and tax rates, if approved will be used in next Decemberli 
tax bills. 

Hanbury attributed his lower tax rate recommendation to

$24-$23 million collected to real estate taxes. •<». 

New construction - growth of 3 percent conttouing the 
new construction of the past ten years.

Jorgensen. decided to coma kite HaaiptOQ ^wls for repairs 
but missed the entrance to Ctesqwake Bay and went 
aground about 330 yards offshore around 40th Street. 

>Uthough efforts were made to save the seventeen 
persons aboard, eight pwiou were lost hidading the 
cqitain'h wife and son. 

The next day the figiuraheiMl oTThe Dictiaor was found on 
the beMd>. The womtt ^d tai dassk garmeitts was erected 
at Ifth Street, where it ttood for €2 years umQ a hurricane 
in 1933 caused its removal Md storage. 

A Norwegian scub>tor. Ornolf Bast, created the present 
nine-foot bronze statue of the Norwegian Lady, along with 
its sister, located in the town of Moss, Norway. They fooe 
each other across the ocean. 

The present statue wu put in i^aoe on Se^. 22, 1962. 

Each year the Ladies AipxiUary places a wreath in the 
water to commemorate those kst at sea, a service which 
Gqitain Jorgenson originitted.

Under a chill but sunny sky hi front of Oohen^ solar 
heating firm, in Virgiite Beadi a sheepdog with a bandanna 
around its nedc wis sitting in a peculiar wooden doghouse. 

The roof had large plastic panels for absorMng the sun% 
energy - Mid maldng thirds 30 to 40 degrees warmer for the 
pooch inside. 

Cohen said the sdar doghouse - prototype made by Solar 
One, a manulhcturing company f& which he is president - 
probably would retaO for about $730. 

It remains to be seen whether that doghouse progresses 
from gimmick, whidi Cohen concedes it is now, to a selling 
sensation. 

'YouVe heard what people do with these pet cemeteries, 
havent you?" Cohen laughed. 

But solar heat for humans is serious business in Virginia 
Beach. 

State officials agree with Cohen that tlwre% a con* 
centration of solar heat use here and in surrounding 
Tidewater cominunicites. 

Boyd Johnson, solar energy coordinator for the state 
Energy Office, sidd that because of a previous lack of ftmds, 
the office is only beginning to tally the sohu- units - space 
heating and hot water heating - in the state. 

He said state industry officials recently agreed there are 
more than ISO Virginia homes with solar water beaters and 
fewer than 30 hooKS heated with solar energy. 

How many more or fewer is not at all clear, Johnson said. 
But he added that Tidewater apparently has the greatest 
concentration, with northern Virginia second. 



The interest here he attributed to population - about 18 
percent of all Virginians live in Tidewater in 3 percent of the 
stMeli area - and rapid growth. Virginia Beadi is one of the 
fiistest growing cities in the East.The pattern of growth is 
important, too. 

For example, many Irauses here were b^ in the 1930s 
bulling boom, Johnson said, when all^lectric heat was 
coming into wide use - and tlow it^ beginning to cost 
them." 

Also, military personnel, make up a large part of 
Tidewater^ population. 

These often are people who have lived all over the world, 
so they are not locdcing for the two-story or three-story 
Georgian brick house. They Ve more fiexible." Johnson said. 

Then therel the sun. In a beach area, people are attuned 
tothat sort of thing.' 

JohnsoB also credits "^ome deders who went out uA 
pushed It." 

Kent Morgan, public affeirs director for three-year-old 
Solar One, sidd it has built and installed four solar space 
heating units and 130 solar water units - and has orders for 
400 more. 

Solar One estimates the cost kA space heating a one-story, 
three-bedroom house with solar energy probably would 
average about S6.300 to $7,300. 

The doghouse, Morgan explained, is heated with a 
"^sive" solar system - meaning it requires no mechanisms 
such as the water pumps needed in a solar-heated house. 

The sun pours thrash a plastic panel about 3 feet by 4 
feet in the roof of the doghouse and strikes a black Mpper 
sheet on the back wall. 

The sheet - which is fronted with plastic to protect the dog 
from getting burned - absorbs the sun's energy, which is 
stored in stones beneath the floor for night-time heat. 

In summer, the heating effect can be turned off by 
covering the panels with reflective material or turning them 
toward the north, Morgan said.

No room at the inn «

1t% even mora uusual than a regular T", he i^oud^ 
po^ out. tecrase ttli the tast of the teass-era. It has 
brass trfan on the radiator, running-board steps treads and 
on severid other parts." 

"When I bci«ltt the *T" it wunt fkilly restored. TuUy 
restored' meaia dMa^ the engine until it is spotless, 
pidnting, tacquerlng and waxing the underside until it shines 
Just like the ootskle, plus a whole lot more." he says 
enqtotically. "Yoo sometimes have to put six or eight coats 
of hMqiwr on to ^ the ivcper efltect." 

Revis and Us Aunily have made several public app- 
earances tai the flrtt working-man'h car. Last Ml he drove it 
tai the Oyster Bowl nvade in Norfolk, and this year hopes to 
drive it in the ^^nia Beadi Neptune Parade. 

In a separate garage rests the 1931 Model "A" which he 
ami his fomify tate for a spin occasJonally. Hs daughter 
especially loves the rumble seat. The "A" is foOy restored 
(wUh original parts) except for the naugahyde seat covers. 
Revis haniDed all the restoration which induded rebuilding 
the engim and pittting eight coats <rf lacquer on and under 
theov. 

Revis looks forward to working on the 19S0 Chevy, which 
be says he flnaDy got, after years of asking, from Us fether 
in North CaroUna. But restoration work gets expensive. 

"Just a two>foat section of chrome strip for the Chevy will 
probably cost me $18. 1 hate to pay the high price, but 111 get 
it back eventually." he sakl. Each of the cars represents, a 
sizeable investment, not only for parts but in labor as well. 
Revis estimates his 1915 T" is ptdbtbly «(arth $7-10,000 
and '%oing up each year." 

1 got it from 
a farmer in the N.C ttue Ridge foothills who had it stared in 
a barn, and it was in sad sha^x." If Revis has the same 
feeling for the 15 T* as he does for Us other cars, it won\ 
be long before it% ftilly restored and on the road.

He added, however, that if the residents agree to 
participate in the cost, the city will flirnish wuer fhcQities to 
the community on the same basis it does comimmities 
receiving wMer for the first time. 

Certain Qruber, backed by a deksgation of Birdneck 
residents said that residents think the situi^ion is critical. 
He, said that utilities director Aubrey Watts said the 
instlUation of a new system ^irould take ynrs." 

He suggested that council, instead, act immediately so 
thift^khe residents could lode forward to a new system by

Birdneck has 1.0 parts per milUon parts of water), uid tutes 
atKl smells bad, he said. Hm i^essure is so kw that water 
does not readi the second floor of two^tory houses and 
ranges from a trickle to a small stream. The kw in-essure 
poses a fire hazard Qruber sakl. 

Qruber said the pipes are iron with lead-filled joints while 
modern pipes have cen^nt lining to elimiBate tlw rust. 
Instalted in 1927 by the dty of Norfolk, the iripes have 
outlived their life expectancy of SO years, bt said. 

\rice Mayor Pttrick L. Standing said that he wai mI 
aware of the problem umil two weeks aga He fastmcted tlie 
dty manager to l»-ing back a report on the conditloos fai the 
area, (tesignatingahe areas with tin worst proUems. He 
said the area couM be treated as a new project except for the 
tape and meter fees. 

Ooundhnan Joim A. Baum said that the dty has similar 
problems with okkr neighborhoods. 

Coundbnan J. Henry McCoy said that. 'Vfe akeady have 
areas all over the dty" with the same problem, ami wanted 
to knofw tow Urdneck compared to others. 

Ooundhnan Qeorge R. FerreU said he didnt think the 
people in Mrdneck Point should be treated any differently 
from other residents.

Virginia Beadi Mayor Ckwenoe A. Hdland wiU appoint a 
spedal committee to try to break what he terms *^ 
stalemate" with Norfolk over the Beadi^ offer to buy into 
NorfoUcI water system. 

Earlier talks with NorfoUc dfidals cdapsed when Norfolk 
Mayor Vincent Thomas suggested a swap of land or merger 
for a share in the water system. Virginia Beach receives all 
its water from Norfrilk although the city is exploring 
possibyities oi establishing its own source. 

Coundbnan Jdm R. QrifBn has said that the only chance 
the Beach had of buying into the system was through the 
influence of Norfrtt business leaders. Monday afternoon he 
suggested the mayor iy}point a qualified committee '^o 
pursue proprietary interests." He added that the committee 
should not consider a merger or swapping of land. 

Qriffln suggested asking Norfdk to appoint a similar 
conunittee, but that if this was not done, the Beach 
committee would discuss the matter with individuals. He 
added that all members (tf Council should have imput into 
who shouM serve on the committee. 

Infiiother matter hivdvinrNorfoik, Coundl continued its 
, discussion on Norfolk's pdicy of luring Norfolk engineers for 
Norfilk prcdMU. 

C&y Manager Qeorge L. Hanbury reported thstt Norfolk 
Qty 'Manager Julian Ifirst reported in a letter that the 
pd&qf will have to remain hi efifed. Cniindlman Robert R. 
OomweO Jr. has maintained that the Beadi should have the 
same policy. 

Akhcngh the Beach does not have a written policy to that 
effect, Hanbury said, '^we have the same polk^." ife ad^d 
that ^ginia Beadi has more prcgeds and therefore hires 
more engineers and sometimes has to go outside of the dXy. 
He said the Wginia Society of Professional Engineers has 
asked for more time to get Norfolk to change its poUcy. 

Qromwell said that the policy places Norfolk\> engineers in 
a more advantageous position.

It has been loai»d to the Coast Guard to test new 
ice-breaking techniques on the Kankahee and Illinois Rivers 
near Peoria, 111. Oae ai the Coast Guard's missions is to 
mainlvdJtt'flree waterways on inland river systems. 

Hie ice4H'eaktDg fffeet is caused when the craft reaches 
certain Ipeeth- Wkve^like bumps are created under the ice, 
oiuiii^^Jerise'cad'b'ttckle tmder its own weight. In areas 
where tiN^ieefterKked. the passing craft forces air beneath 
the edftr of th^ic^, dixplacii^ the water and causing the ice 



to collapse.

Council hears case 



Blacks charge diecrimlnatlon

Virginia Beach, the first class city, apparently has 
some of the same problems as any second, third or 
fourth class city. 

1%e lack of Iow-c«t rental housing and transportMion 
loom as two of the biggest problems for the city's poor. 
Because of these problems, City Council Monday 
afternoon was takai to task by a group of citizens, most 
of «^m are on welfare, who are being evicted from 
their apartmmts and can't find anotho' place to live. 

The units, Beach Towne Apartments, happen to be 
within walking distance of the city's $16 million Arts 
and Conferoice C^ter now under construction. 

The landlord claims that the evictions came about 
because the toiants were damaging the rM-opwty. The 
tenants say that the apartments were poorly maintained. 

On Feb. 1, John T. Brown and EUen K. Brown 
assum«l a 40-year lease on the property which Mrs. 
Brown had been managing for three years. On Ajwil 1 
tenants of 14 out of the 57 units on 20th Street received 
noti<%s to move out in 30 days. 

Mrs. Brown, who said that her life has been 
threatened twice since then and that sh^ had a pe«x 
bond placed on the relative of a tenant, sMd that six of 
the fwnilies will be relocated at Jamestown Apartments 
on Monroe ^reet off 17th Street, also owned by the

occupied by bl«ks, Jamestown is 100 percent black.

Residoits of seven of the 14 units - six women and 23 
chiWren - have appealed to the NAACP for help in 
fimting them a place to live. 

Mrs. Brown said the sw families which will move to 
Jamestown were willing to cooperate and were the 
b«ter tenants among the 14. She said she would not 
recommend the seven families for iww roital units 
because of the poor way they took care of their 
apartments at Beach Towne. The Browns plan to 
ui%radealll4apartm«its. , 

Mrs. Beverly A. Woodhouse, financial secretary or 
the local NAACP chaptCT, told coundl th« attemativc 
housing does not exist for thew people. She said there 
are seven subsidized housing projects in the dty, but 
they require a minimum income whidi the seven 
families cannot meet. Of these seven, five have a waiting 
li^ of over a year, one has a 90-day waitnig list and 
another a 60Klay waiting list. 

Roits (or tiie two-bedroom units at BMwh Towne are, 
SISS a month. The i4»rtmenU are jdso aoxssible to 
public transportatkm. 

Vice Mayor Patrick L. Standing explained that the 
dty owned no public bousing and that the Department 
of Housing and Urbw Develcnxnent no longer had a 
housu^ pto^am. All of the subsidized or low co« 
housii^ is own«i by jnivate individuals, he s^. 

City Mana^ Qtixgt L. Hanbury said that if the 
tenants mre diKriminated a^inst, the Social Services 
Departmoit wodd provi^ lepd represenution for 
them. He added that the dty has just hired a planner to 
go through ^ tugtt area - tow-income housina 
(CeottenadtopilttA-S) 
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"I don't want to spend the twqjayers' money any mor« 
than I want to spend my own," saj^ John Holland, 
Pungo Borough, candidate in Virginia Beach's May 2 
dty council election. 

If campaign spending is any Indication, then the 
retired boat captain is true to his word. So far he has 
spent only $50 on his campaign, with another $18 in 
additional expenses anticipated. 

"Instead of running a big campaign, I prefer just 
walking around to businesses and hom« and Ulking to 
people. I leave them one of my cards. I think that's a 
better way to get to know what people want," he said. 

Holland explained that he is using some campaign 
material left over from his 1972 city council campaign. 
He was one of 21 candidates running for two at large 
seats in that dection, placing halfway up the list after 
the voting results. He spent only $350 In that campaign. 

"The Holland name has been in Beach politics for 80 
yeara," he said. "My uncle B.P. Holland, was the 
town's first mayor back around 1890. Then my father 
was chief of police and fire in 1929. 

"In 1940, 1 was the electrical inspector for Virginia 
Beach and my brother, Milton, was the dty's chief fire 
inspector until r«»ntly." 

Holland said when he filed as a candidate for dty 
coundl he didn't know if Pungo Borough incumbent 
Floyd Waterfield would run for re-election or not,

With moDOtooous regularity each spring and summer, 
itinerant blacktoppcrs and roof repairmen victiniize hcnw- 
owners in tlw ^%ginta Bead area, lliey iko prey ion local 
businessmen, wurned James E. Bryan, executive director d 
the Tidewater Better Business Bnreao, Inc., sometimes 
erasing them to be tiived-off* for thousands of dollars. 

According to Better Busineu Bureau ffles from the last 50 
years, the itii^rams reappear like dockwork. In addition to 
home improvements, these intinerants may also claim they 
can do anything from refdating the smaBest item to 
repairing boilers, nuudiinery, ^ipUanoes, power and 
pneunntic tools, i»esses and anything else in a place of 
busircss, school or church. 

The repairmen who victinuze businessmen usually give a 
km estimate for the cost of their worli. wtth the finallrill 
sometiuMS double or trq)le the estinatte becnte '^xtra 
replating was necessary" or '^xtra time was required to 
comptete the job." BBB IIMs show that their work is found to 
be at best shoddy. 



Last year, one job for metal reidatfaig could have cost a 
local businessman several hundreds of doltars ofver the 
estimated cost, if he hadnt calted the BBB before paying. As 
reflected in our records from fHrevkius years, we mited that 
the exborlntant fhud |vice mas typical of other instances 
wtth ftinerams. If a busineisnum hidkatted he wooldnt pay 
tlMB faifltted price, the itineram left town. 

These hinerants operate under so many namM that it^ 
diflkult to warn residers of aiqr spedflc one. Past bureau 
records iiKUcate that a fitvoritc surname or company name is 
Whtte. In tiK past, htatfonal WSMH have been aware of a 
SoatdhAmerican dim with surnames of WiOuunson, OoUins, 
KeMe and Macnefl. 

These itinerant repairmen do not have established 
business addresses and they are oOL Hated in the telephone, 
directory. The WB urges busiMumen and consumers dike 
to ded with kiMwn firms of estal^hed reputation. Cdl the^

"But I wouldn't back down," he continued. "I do 
my best. I'm 65 years old, retired, and don't have to 
work. I was bom in Virginia Beach and have lived there 
most of my Ufe. I have a lot of concern toward what 
happens hi this dty."

There must be 3,000 singing-guitarists in this ountry that 
I can do without... prd)ably 100 in Tidewater.

David Callahan is a distinct exception. 

I heard David at the Pine Tree Inn, wbidi is under new 
ownership, and can seat more than 2S0 people in its three 
dining rooms.

Boats required to carry visual distress 



The U.S. Coast Guard wiU i^opose a new rule requirmg 
boats to carry visual distress signab when operatfaig m 
coastal waters and on the high seas. 

The proposed rule wouU require recreational boats tlut 
arc 16 feet aiui longer to carry both day and night visual 
distress signals at all tfanes m coasts waters and on the high 
seas. In addition, boats tess than 16 feet m length and 
manually propelled aait such as kayaks, canoes, uiflatables. 
and row boats would be requked to carry night visual 
distress signals only when operating on these waters 
between sunset and sunrise. 

Unkss serious objections are raised during tl» coounent 
period, the ruk can be expected to be m force prior to the 
1979 boatmg season. Visual i&tress signals on recreational 
botts would be effective m numy seardi and rescue (SAR) 
sttuiOioos. These signab faicrease the dianoes for akrtmg 
others tb a distress shuation and reduce the tune spem 
kxtti^ a distressed boat. This reduces tte risks to life and 
^nperty created by proknged distress situations. 

Hie basic Coast Guard policy m approa/^e^ a requfre* 
ment for visual distress signals has been to establish (1), 
, m iBfaimni standarib ^sidicable to a ftiU range of sigmds; and 
1^, a miwiiniMii rei^iremeitt anircpritte for a huge number 
of bott operators. As a result, boaters will be aUe to 
ij^ec^e theh own judgement as to whkh <tevioes are best 
Vfttsd to their particular needs when meetmg the ivoposed 
Hlpdation, and manufiKturen will not be unduly restrteted 
tooiMti]^ the demanb ofanqr comuraers. 

Under tte ivopcaed rule the Qwt Guard wiO aUow the 
boMer to choose auKsg the folkwfaig devices when setectuig 



which signals to carry: ^ 

Day only - hand held orange smoke; floatnig orange smoke 
orange flag 36" X 36" with Uadc disc and square 
(International orange). 

Night only - white electrk distress l«ht. ainomittic or 
manually operated; red-feerial flare or meteor. 

Day and night - hand held red flare; hand flare/snujke 
combmation; red paradiute flare. 

When a pyrotechnic signid is chosen by tlK boat oper^or. 
a nununum oS three devices must be ctf ried to satisfy the 
requirement. 

The |»-apoeed nundatory carriage re^enient would be 
accompanied by a requirement that all signab carried be 
either Coast Guard a^nwti or certified to meet Coast 
Guard specifications, lids will greatly fanprove the 
reliability of the signals used, and decease the chances of 
mjury to a boater from a defective signal. 

This proposed regulation was presented to the Nttknal 
Boating Safety Advbory Council on Dec. 14, 1977. After 
considerable discussion, ami with a nunority of the Council 
dissenthig, a motion was a^i^ed whMi calted on the Coast 
Guard to piiMbh thb psapoud rule whh a muumum of 120 
days alkiwed for {wi^ comment.
